DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 , 3-4, 8, 1 1 , and 1 4-1 5 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Yu et al (hereinafter Yu), US Patent No. 6,442,137, discloses a system and 
method of controlling network traffic data in a full-duplex switched network operating 
according to Ethernet protocol. Yu does not teach or fairly suggest the system and 
method comprises the steps of: 

asserting a control signal to said clock signal generator according to a certain 
condition a count of said input/output ports in use; and 

adjusting the frequency of said clock signal outputted from said clock signal 
generator in response to said control signal as recited in claims 1 , 8 and 1 1 .
